San Bernardino County has 
34,294 qualified voters, the 
largest number ever registered 
in this county, according to 
County ‘Clerk Harry L. Allison. 
This is an increase of 1,032 
over the registrants before the 
presidential primary in May, 
when there were 33,262 regis- 
tered voters. 

Party affiliation of the 
voters indicated by the regis- 
trations are as follows: Repub- 
licans, 20,496; Democrats 9629 ; 
Socialists, 408; Prohibitionists, 
1,016; decline to state, 2,745. 

Of the Republican registra- 
tion, 5,916 are in the City of 
San Bernardino and 14,580 in 
the county. The Democrats re- 
gistered 3,733 in the city and 
5,893 in the county. There 
were 162 Socialists in San Ber- 
nardino who registered, and 
246 in the county, while the 
prohibitionists made a show- 
ing of 138 in the city and 878 
in the county. 

In an opinion handed down 
by Attorney General U. S. 
Webb to F. C. Jordan, secre- 
tary of state, July 11, 1916, 
the Prohibitionists and Social- 
ists will not be entitled to a 
ballot in the August primary 
where they have no candidates 
for any county office. .They

Common Law Marriage 
Results in Murder 
and Suicide 





Jealousy Given as Cause. Wo- 
man of 40 Kills Mate of 24, 
then Commits Suicide. Make 
Up Plea Answered with Shot 


Accusing him of unfaithfulness, 
Mrs. Anna Colby, aged 40, shot 
and killed John M. Mumley, aged 
24, her common-law husband, yes- 
terday morning at Lake Arrow- 
head, and then ended her own 
life. Jealousy resulting from the 
difference in their ages is thought 
to have been the cause of the 


shooting. 
Mumley, known as the “Hand- 
some Ferryman,”’ operated a 


pleasure boat on the lake for the 
Arrowhead Lake Company. Mrs. 
Colby was employed as a waitress 
at Camp Fire Grill. 

Verdicts are Murder and Suicide 

The murder and suicide occur- 
red at 6:30 a.m. in a room ad- 
jacent to the kitchen of the grill. 
After shooting Mumley through 
the heart with a .38 calibre re- 
volver, killing him instantly, Mrs. 
Colby fired a shot through her 
breast. She died an hour later. 

A verdict of murder and suicide 
was returned from the coroner’s 
inquest conducted yesterday after- 
noon by Coroner J. B. Hanna. 
The bodies were brought to the 
mortuary of Stephens & Bobbitt 
in San Bernardino. 

Sister. Says Not 

A number of relatives survive 
Mrs. Colby, including her sister 
and brother-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 
A. D. Hiatt of Inglewood, and a 
daughter, Mildred LeVon Gar- 
wood, 17 years old. 

Mrs. Colby and Mumley were 
supposed to have been legally 
married before their arrival at 
Lake Arrowhead la3t June. Ac-

Colby is said ‘to have been mar- 
ried three times. 

Albert Wirth and C. W. McBell, 
who were at the camp at the time 
of the shooting, heard a revolver 
shot in Mrs. Colby’s room. They 
hurried to the scene and saw 
Mumley lying dead on the floor. 
Mrs. Colby was sitting upright in 
bed. As the two men entered 
the room, she turned the revolver 
on herself and fired. The shot 
pierced the left lobe of her heart. 
Plea to Make Up Was Failure 

Sounds of a quarrel in the 
room were heard early in the 
morning by the two men and by 
Grace Relsford, all of whom serv- 
ed as witnesses at the inquest. 
According to McBell, Mumley was 
heard to say: 

“Let me hold your head, honey. 
Let’s make up.” 

Mrs. Opiby then replied: “Stay 
away from me! I don’t want any- 
thing more to do with you!”

Whe witnesses stated at the in- 
quest that Mumley had been out 
all night, and it was in an at- 
tempt to explain where he had 
been that the quarrel occurred.

ON COVINA LINE 


Derailed Tank Cars 
Obstruct Traffic 
At Spadra 


Conductor Jumps, Motorman 
Injured. Motorman of Freight 
Train Disappears Following 
Wreck of Train. 


A runaway Pacific Electric 
freight train, carrying 21 carloads 
of crushed rock, completely de- 
molished a P. E. passenger car, 
seriously injured its conductor 
and delayed by two hours express 
service to Upland yesterday. 

The crash occurred at 6:15 in 
the morning, after the heavy 
froight cars, apparently uncon- 
trolled by the motorman, and 
gaining momentum as they went, 
had dashed for five miles on the 
down-grade from the Claremont 
crusher to Covina, into the wait- 
ing P. E. passenger car. at the 
Covina station. 


‘Passenger Car Wrecked | 
The car, struck with tremen- 
dous force, telescoped, and was 
pushed for a distance of nearly 
two blocks before the runaway 
finally came to a halt. 

Conductor “Tommy” Mills of 
the Covina car, the only one in- 
jured in thecrash, was taken at 
once to a hospital, where both 
legs were at first thought to be 
broken. The motorman, who 
jumped as the runaway cars ap- 
proached, escaped harm. There 
were no passengers in the car at 
the time of the crash.

BERKELEY EXPECTS 
2900 TO ENROLL 


The tabulated 
many years enables the recorder 


of the University of California to 
make an interesting guess, about 
the first of August, as to the total 
enrollment in the Berkeley de 
partments for the academic year 
beginning soon after the middle 
of August. For example, since 
the daily record of accepted ap 
plications for admission is run- | 
ning about nine per cent lower 
than one year ago, it is estim- 
ated that the total number of 
new undergraduates to register at 
the beginning of the fall semes- 
ter should reach 2,200. Of these, 
it is probable that 25 per cent, 
or 550, will enter with higher 
than Freshman standing. Of the 
probable Freshman total at the 
same time, experience indicates 
that about 214 will be contribut- 
ed by high schools outside of 
California.

next preceding university year at 
Berkeley (this for 1923-24 being 
8949) gives the figure that may 
be expected to represent the old 
undergraduates enrolled during 
the first three days of registra- 
tion for the ensuing year. It is 
that the initiai 
undergrad- 


likely, therefore, 
registration of oid 
uates on Friday-Monday, August 
15-18, will run to 5,370. As to 
graduate students, the guessing is 
less good, but it is fair to sup 
pose that during the same three 
days 1,100 graduate students will 
be enrolled. The same three days 
should see the enrollment of 2,046 
of the expected 2,200 Freshmen. 
The grand total for these three 
days should therefore be some- 
thing like 8,516. This figure 
should be increased by nine per 
cent if we try to forecast the 
total enrollment for the fall sem-- 
ester; ie., 8,282. Experience 
again shows that if we increase 
this figure by 10 per cent we 
forecase approximately the total 
enrollment for the whole acad- 
emic year in the Berkeley depart- 
ments; i.e., 10,210, as compared 
with 10,287 for the year 1923-24. 
-The University Recorder wishes 
it to be understood that such fore- 
casts, even though based on ex- 
perience, have the same uncer- 
tainty that we loo’ for in weather 
predictions. Indeed, a connection 
is likely, for the weather of the 
past year may well be respons- 
ible for the falling off in under- 
graduate applications for admis- 
sion and for an unforeseen drop 
that may yet appear in the pro- 
portion of old students returning. 








FIRE DESTRUCTION TO 
WATER RESOURCES 





Any analysis of present forest 
fire emergency in California 
shows that crisis is largely an 
economic one. Destruction from 
forest fires goes further than the 
loss from the timber involved. 
Destruction of watershed cover 
has a direct bearing on power 
and irrigation. And power and 
irrigation are fundamentals in 
the industrial life of the _ state. 
When water flow from the moun- 
tains and our water ground lev- 
els are tampered with we are 
dealing directly with loss of mil- 
lions of dollars. Brush and tim- 
ber on our watersheds regulate 
water flow. For example, in the 
case of heavy precipitation a 
watershed without brush or tim- 
ber cover allows rapid run-off. 
Without taking into consideration 
water shortage, this rapid run- 
off is in itself a grave economic 
danger, as it is in many cases 
the cause of floods. Watershed 
cover of trees and brush under 
similar circumstances would 
eheck the run-off of heavy precipi- 
tation, storing the water in un- 
derground channels and giving 
more continued flow during the 
summer months.

PROPOSE MEANS 
TOBOOST RETURND 


| Redlands and_ Upland“have the

The result financiaily to grow- 
;ers this year has not been sat- 
‘isfactory. In fact, it is evident 
Lene the present marketing sys- 
}tem is not the system which will: 
give to growers the result they 
| must have in order to continue 
oa the citrus business. 

For several months a commit- 
j; tee cf Redlands growers has been 
| investigating conditions with the 
result that a mass meeting of 
growers was held Saturday night 
and the problems thoroughly dis- 
cussed. As a result of the meet- 
jing the voluntary committee was 
asked to continue its good work 
and here are the three things 
which the committee hopes to get 
before the growers throughout the 
state: 

1—Control of shipments all 
over the state, so that no mar 
kets shall be glutted. while others 
are lean in supply; and so that 
no more fruit shall be shipped 
than the market will absorb with 
profit. 

2—Elimination of the sale of 
cull fruit on the Pacific Coast, 
where this fruit for which the 
grower gets nothing supplies al- 


| 


most the whole demand _ for 
oranges to an immense popula- 
tion. 


3—Control of the shipments by 
sizes of fruit, so that in a year 
like the one just closed, the small 
fruit shall. if necessary, not be 
shipped at all; at least such ship- 
ments shall be under the direc- 
tion of the marketing committee. 

Of the meeting held in Red- 
lands, Lyman King, editor of the 
Redlands Facts, gives the follow- 
ing review which will prove of 
interest to growers of citrus fruit 
here: 

The meeting at the city hall,

maintains. Yet the growers can 
control the situation just as well, 
through their marketing organiza- 
tions, if they will but direct their 
managers to sit in conference 
with other sellers of the fruit 
and govern their operations by 
the laws of common sense as 
well as by that of supply and 
demand. 

The evils of deluging the en- 
tire Pacific Coast with cull fruit 
which brings the grower nothing 
when if this were destroyed the 
large population of this section 
would consume a large amount of 
good fruit at good prices, was 
one of the things pictured to the 


meeting; also the shipment of 
fruit this last season of tiny 
oranges, which in the very na- 


ture of things could not be ex- 
pected to pay the cost of pick- 
ing and freight across the con- 
tinent, while at the same time 
the good fruit, of excellent size 
and flavor suffered in price be- 
cause of the handling of this re- 
fuse stuff. 

It is a matter for organization, 
for co-operation. It is not beyond 
the scope of the growers them- 
selves to control, but there will 
have to be a sincere determina- 
tion, tied down by something 
strong, to abide by the decision 
of the packing house management 
as resulting from the view of the 
general marketing committee. 
This decision will ‘be fair to all 
—will treat all alike—and adher- 
ence to it is the vital point in 
the whole scheme. The packing 
house manager or the grower who 
thinks he can violate it and get 
‘away with a little extra money 
will find himself mistaken. Such 
action would kill the whole plan. 
Perhaps the committee can ar- 
range a scheme of heavy fines for 
‘any violation of the instructions 
given. 

Tf growers and packing house 
executives will agree to some 
such plan as shall insure strict 
‘| compliance with the instructions 
given by the committee, things 
ought to be'in shape to work out 
—to our very considerable profit. 

But even improved marketing 
will not be a panacea for all our 
ills, as was suggested. It will 
be a help, quite a help, indeed. 
But we need to grow always bet- 
ter and better fruit, and more of 
dt ‘to fhe acre, to make our busi- 
ness profitable. Indeed, we will 
need to do this even more than
